12  COPIAH-LINCOLN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

General  Information 

COPIAH  AND  LINCOLN  COUNTIES 

This  school  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  it  is  supported  by  two  of  the  finest  coun- 
ties in  Mississippi.  The  rural  schools  of  these  two  counties  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  in  the  state,  each  county  having  one  or  more  outstanding  consoli- 
dated schools.  It  is  to  cooperate  with  these  consolidated  schools  that  Copiah-Lin- 
coln counts  her  privilege  and  duty.  To  the  students  of  these  schools  who  do  not 
have  four  years'  credit  she  offers  High  School  work.  To  the  boys  and  girls  who 
have  finished  the  high  school  course,  Copiah-Lincoln  offers  two  years  of  college 
education. 

CHURCH 

The  town  of  Wesson  has  three  churches  with  excellent  pastors.  These  church- 
es with  their  pastors  count  it  a  privilege  to  cooperate  with  the  faculty  and  students 
of  Copiah-Lincoln  in  influencing  the  moral  life  on  the  campus.  Each  church  has 
special  Sunday  School  classes  for  college  students.  Faculty  members  and  stu- 
dents are  urged  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  various  church  programs.  Students 
are  encouraged  to  go  to  Sunday  School  and   Church   each   Sunday. 

STANDING 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  has  now  operated  as  a  junior  college  for  six 
years.  Since  its  first  year  of  operation  students  from  Copiah-Lincoln  have  re- 
ceived credit  for  their  work  at  the  leading  colleges  and  universities  throughout 
the  South.  The  administration  has  been  careful  not  to  attempt  courses  for  which 
there  was  not  adequate  equipment.    This  policy  will  be  continued. 

Copiah-Lincoln  is  fully  accredited  by  the  Mississippi  College  Association,  and 
is  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  physical  equipment  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  now  most  modern  and  very  ade- 
quate. The  buildings  are  well  kept,  and  the  grounds  are  being  beautified  gradual- 
ly. Much  work  has  been  done  on  the  campus,  many  shrubs  set,  walks  built,  and 
other  things  to  improve  the  landscape. 

The  Administration  Building  has  seventeen  well-equipped  classrooms ;  two  of- 
fices ;  very  modern  and  well-equipped  Chemistry  and  Biology  laboratories — second 
to  none  in  the  State,  where  new  equipment  is  being  added  each  year;  a  large 
study  hall ;  and  a  library  that  we  believe  is  one  cf  the  best  selected  obtainable , 
and  which  much  more  than  meets  all  Junior  College  requirements. 

There  is  an  Arts  Building,  in  which  the  Home  Economics,  Piano,  Expression, 
Voice,  and  Orchestra  departments  are  provided  for.  There  are  special  studios  and 
practice  rooms  on  the  second  floor  for  the  Fine  Arts  Department.  The  first  floor 
is  given  to  Home  Economics  and  has  a  large  cooking  laboratory,  clothing  labora- 
tory, and  a  modern  home  for  practical  Home  Management  Courses. 

The  Gymnasium,  dining  hall  and  kitchen  are  in  an  especially  designed  building 
to  meet  every  need.  It  is  a  unique  plan  in  having  both  under  one  roof,  yet  each 
has  only  outside  entrances.  The  Gymnasium  has  a  regulation  size  basketball 
court  and  dressing  rooms. 
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FARM 

(And  Practical  Work) 

Each  boy  is  required  to  work  one  day  a  month  on  the  school  farm.  Likewise, 
all  girls  are  required  to  do  practical  work  in  the  dining  hall.  With  this  practical 
work,  and  additional  advice  given  by  the  instructor,  the  students  are  offered  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  careful  study  of  winter  crops,  rotation  of  crops,  proper  fer- 
tilization of  soil,  the  value  of  legumes  as  soil  builders,  composition  of  soils ;  in  ad- 
dition, a  close  observation  is  made  of  truck  crops,  such  as  cabbage,  tomatoes,  peas, 
beans,  etc. ;  the  proper  care  of  orchards  is  studied ;  practical  work  is  offered  in 
land  terracing;  a  modern  dairy  is  operated  and  students  are  guided  in  the  study  of 
same. 

FACULTY 

The  faculty  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  made  up  of  twenty-seven  teachers  and  ad- 
ministrative officers.  Every  teacher  is  selected  with  utmost  care.  Practically 
every  teacher  has  attended  Summer  School  during  the  last  two  years,  and  a  large 
per  cent  go  every  summer.  All  college  teachers  not  holding  the  Masters  Degree  will 
attend  school  during  the  summer  of  1934.  The  teachers  are  personally  interested  in 
the  young  men  and  young  women  with  whom  they  deal,  and  give  them  much  per- 
sonal attention  and  supervision. 

DISCIPLINE 

This  school  will  continue  to  have  high  standards  in  discipline.  If  a  student  is 
unwilling  to  abide  by  reasonable  regulations,  Copiah-Lincoln  is  not  the  place  for 
him.  Punctuality,  obedience  and  high  moral  standards  will  be  expected  of  all. 
Inspections  will  be  prompt  and  rigid.  This  is  a  junior  college  and  students  may  ex- 
pect close  supervision.  Gambling,  drinking,  etc.,  will  not  be  tolerated.  Smoking 
among  girls  will  be  prohibited.  Students  who  will  always  remember  to  conduct 
themselves  as  ladies  and  gentlemen,  under  simple  regulations,  will  have  no  trou- 
ble ;  others  should  not  come  to  Copiah-Lincoln.  The  girls  will  be  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  Miss  Lula  Stevens,  Dean  cf  Women.  Boys  will  be  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  Mr.  W.  B.  Horton,  Dean  of  Men. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Every  student  at  Copiah-Lincoln  is  expected  to  take  part  in  the  physical  ed- 
ucation program.  Outdoor  exercises  for  all  those  physically  able  is  considered  an 
absolute  necessity  to  maintain  good  health ;  therefore,  one  hour  each  day  is  given 
to  the  various  minor  sports,  hiking,  etc.,  for  all  students  not  taking  part  in  a  ma- 
jor sport  at  that  time.  Through  the  help  of  the  Civil  Works  Administration  ad- 
ditional playgrounds  have  been  provided  for  both  boys  and  girls.  This  play- 
ground space  will  be  used  exclusively  for  the  minor  sports. 

Copiah-Lincoln  will  continue  to  have  an  extensive  program  in  the  major 
sports.  For  five  years  Co-Lin  football  teams  have  not  lost  a  game  to  junior  col- 
lege opponents.  The  administration  at  Copiah-Lincoln  highly  approves  of  football 
and  other  sports  taught  and  played  on  a  high  standard.  Head  Coach,  Hook  Stone, 
believes  that  while  endeavoring  to  build  strong  teams,  strong  character  is  a  wor- 
thy and  necessary  quality. 

The  spacious  gymnasium  is  used  for  physical  education,  volley  ball,  basket- 
ball, and  other  activities.  Many  of  the  high  schools  throughout  this  section  play 
games  in  the  gym  during  the  basketball  season. 

With  the  completion  of  the  quarter-mile  track,  Co-Lin  can  now  boast  of  one 
of  the  best  athletic  fields  in  Mississippi.  All  boys  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in 
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football  and  track  whether  they  make  the  varsity  squad  or  not.  During  the  1933 
football  season  there  were  eighty-five  boys  who  took  part  in  the  football  program 
at  Co-Lin. 

CARE  OF     PROPERTY 

This  school  plant  has  been  built  at  the  expense  of  taxpayers  of  Copiah  and 
Lincoln  counties,  and  students  and  visitors  are  expected  to  take  good  care  of  the 
property.    Abuse  and  destruction  of  property  will  not  be  tolerated. 

Thanks  to  the  Civil  Works  Administration  the  plant  at  Copiah-Lincoln  is  in 
better  condition  than  at  any  previous  time.  Students  and  officials  take  pride  in 
keeping  the  buildings  and  grounds  clean  and  in  good  repair. 

VISITING 

Boarding  students,  whose  parents  so  desire,  may  have  the  privilege  of  visit- 
ing home  from  Friday  to  Sunday  one  week-end  each  scholastic  month ;  students 
will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  other  than  home  except  during  this  specified  week-end. 
Students,  whose  parents  so  desire,  may  go  home  on  other  week-end  visits  on  Sat- 
urday after  regular  duties  are  completed,  provided  their  school  work  is  satisfac- 
tory. It  has  been  found  that  too  frequent  home  visits  cause  many  students  to 
fail  their  school  work. 

Students  returning  from  week-end  visits  are  expected  to  reach  the  school  not 
later  than  6:30  Sunday  afternoon.  Special  arrangements  must  be  made  before 
checking  out  if  any  exception  is  to  be  made  to  this  regulation.  Zeros  will  be  given 
for  all  classes  missed  on  Friday  or  Monday,  in  addition  to  other  regular  penalty 
for  class  absences. 

Students  who  have  visiting  permits  will  check  in  at  dormitory  immediately 
upon  their  return  to  Wesson,  unless  special  permission  has  been  secured  from  the 
president.  Students  will  be  responsible  to  college  authorities  for  any  ungentle- 
manly  or  unladylike  conduct  while  visiting  other  than  their  own  homes. 

Visiting  permits  and  requests  should  be  mailed  directly  to  Mr.  W.  B.  Horton, 
Dean  of  Men,  or  Miss  Lula  Stevens,  Dean  of  Women.  Students  are  not  allowed  to 
invite  and  entertain  visitors  in  their  rooms  unless  approval  is  given  by  the  Dean 
in  charge.     All  dormitory  visitors  are  under  the  same  regulations  as  students. 

DRESS  REGULATIONS 

For  the  sake  of  economy  in  dress  and  for  other  good  reasons  girls  should  use 
plain,  inexpensive  clothing.  Medium  to  low-heel  shoes  are  suggested  for  every- 
day wear.  Other  wearing  apparel  will  be  left  to  the  individual,  provided  extrava- 
gance in  cost  is  avoided  and  the  common  laws  of  health  observed. 

All  local  students  who  take  part  in  school  activities  are  required  to  meet  the 
dress  regulations  for  the  occasion. 

THE  SPIRIT  OF  COPIAH -LINCOLN 

The  wonderful  spirit  which  prevails  at  Co-Lin  is  indescribable.  This  spirit  is 
influenced  by  the  Christian  ideals  of  the  faculty  and  student  leaders  and  by  the 
many  campus  organizations.  Clean  sportsmanship  as  taught  and  practiced  on  the 
gridiron,  court,  and  track  is  an  important  factor.  The  democratic  spirit  which 
prevails  builds  attitudes  very  important  in  life. 

The  people  of  Copiah  and  Lincoln  counties  continue  to  show  confidence  in 
their  College.  Students  from  all  over  Mississippi  are  eager  to  share  in  the  ad- 
vantages of  this  institution.  Ambitious  parents  realize  that  for  less  than  §125.00, 
including  every  expense,  students  of  Copiah  and  Lincoln  counties  may  secure  col- 
lege work,  under  well  prepared  instructors,  which  will  be  recognized  by  the  lead- 
ing universities  and  colleges  over  the  South.    Probably  more  than  eighty  per  cent 
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of  the  students  of  Co-Lin  could  never  have  attended  college  had  it  not  been  for 
the  junior  college. 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  not  only  serves  as  an  adjusting  institution,  con- 
necting high  school  and  senior  college,  but  it  also  prepares  young  men  and  young 
women  for  better  life  service.  Students  are  much  better  prepared  to  live  in  this 
complex  age  and  meet  the  problem  of  living  after  two  years  at  Co  Lin.  In  pre- 
paring themselves  for  service  the  young  people  of  Co-Lin  are  constantly  rendering 
Christian  service  throughout  this  section  of  Mississippi.  During  the  1933-'34  ses- 
sion the  Copiah-Lincoln  Band  and  Glee  Club  members  have  rendered  more  than 
eighty  programs,  a  very  large  per  cent  of  these  being  of  sacred  nature.

NOTE :  The  breakage  fee  of  $2  00  will  not  be  refunded  at  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion because  of  the  normal  depreciation  of  used  property.  Any  additional  break- 
age in  excess  of  the  amount  represented     by  the  fee  will  be  charged  to  the  student. 

There  will  be  no  refunds  of  fees  on  withdrawal  of  student.  The  board  is  given 
at  a  very  low  cost  and  no  refund  on  same  will  be  made  for  one  week  or  less.  Un- 
avoidable absences  for  a  longer  time  than  one  week  will  be  satisfactorily  adjust- 
ed, provided  a  credit  memorandum  is  presented  to  the  bookkeeper  specifying  the 
period  of  absence  and  approved  by  the  Dean  of  the  students  dormitory. 

Bills  are  due  on  the  last  day  of  the  school  month,  and  must  be  paid  within 
the  first  three  days  of  the  month.  (This  school  is  run  on  a  four-week  month, 
and  not  on  a  calendar  month  basis). 

TUITION 

(1)  A  tuition  fee  of  $5.00  per  month  will  be  charged  to  all  students  living 
outside  Lincoln  and  Copiah  counties.  This  fee  must  be  paid  each  month  by  all 
students  whose  parents  are  not  actual  residents  of  these  counties.  (This  regula- 
tion authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  takes  precedent  over  any  previous  ar- 
rangements).

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FURNISHINGS  FOR  ROOM 

Students  will  furnish  their  rooms  with  such  bedclothing  as  is  needed,  as  fol- 
lows :  Four  sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow  cases,  blankets,  towels,  and  dresser  scarfs. 
A  bedspread  is  recommended.  The  rooms  are  furnished  with  single-width  beds, 
mattresses,  dresser,  table  and  chairs.  Each  room  has  double  windows,  each  meas- 
uring two  yards  in  height  and  one  yard  wide.  Students  should  furnish  a  curtain 
for  their  closet.  Closets  in  girls'  dormitory  are  two  and  one-half  yards  in  height 
and  one  and  one-quarter  yards  in  width ;  in  boys'  dormitory,  six  and  one-half  feet 
in  height  and  two  feet  in  width. 

REGISTRATION 

Registration  and  Classification  will  take  place  in  the  Administration  Building 
as  follows:  First,  sign  "Registration  Book,"  second,  fill  out  information  or  regis- 
tration card ;  third,  pay  board  and  fees,  and  get  room  key  in  office ;  fourth,  go  to 
library  to  make  and  have  schedule  approved. 

All   students   must  register  and  pay  fees  in  the  regular  way. 

ABSENCES 

Students  entering  late  may  expect  to  have  their  credit  cut  proportionately. 
The  number  of  absences  allowed,  to  still  receive  full  credit  on  a  course,  must  not 
exceed  15  per  cent,  except  with  the  special  permission  of  the  President  and  a 
faculty  committee.  Three  points  will  be  deducted  from  daily  grades  for  each  class 
missed.  Exceptions  are  made  for  prolonged  illness  and  in  emergency  cases.  Af- 
ter such  absences,  the  student  should  see  the  Registrar  immediately  upon  return 
to  the  college.  A  very  high  correlation  has  been  found  between  absences  and  low 
grades. 

GRADE  REGULATIONS 

Beginning  with  the  1934-'35  session  the  grading  system  will  be  as  follows: 
A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  D,  passing;  E,  conditional  failure;  F,  complete 
failure. 

Semester  grades  are  determined  by  averaging  the  six-week  grades,  to  count 
two-thirds,  with  the  examination  grade,  to  count  one-third.  Students  having  a 
semester  grade  of  E  on  any  course  are  entitled  to  one  new  examination.  A  grade 
of  F  signifies  complete  failure  and  the  course  must  be  repeated  for  credit.  Stu- 
dents conditioned  one  semester  shall  have  an  opportunity  for  re-examination  dur- 
ing the  first  six  weeks  of  their  next  semester  in  school.  Students  not  removing 
conditions  according  to  the  foregoing  regulations  are  regarded  as  having  failed 
and  must  repeat  the  course. 

SPECIAL  EXAMINATIONS 

To  remove  a  "condition"  or  take  any  special  examination  the  student  must 
have  special  permission  from  the  office.  The  examination  will  then  be  given  by 
the  teacher  and  grade  reported  in  the  regular  manner. 

CHANGE  OF  SCHEDULE 

1.  Changes  in  schedule  may  be  made  only   with   special   permission   from   the 
President  or  Registrar. 

2.  After  the  first  week  of  any  semester  schedules  are  considered  permanent. 

3.  A  fee  of  fifty  cents  must  be  paid  for   each   change   in   schedule   after   the 
first  week,  as  stated  above.

Y.  W.  C.  A.  for  college  women;  Hi-Y  for  high  school  boys;  and  Girl  Reserve  for 
high  school  girls.  The  W  Club  is  composed  of  students  who  have  been  awarded 
a  letter  in  one  of  the  major  sports.  The  Commercial  Club,  Home  Economics  Club, 
Music  Club,  Debate  Club,  Band  and  Glee  Club  represent  these  various  departments. 

The  Y  organizations  offer  to  each  student  an  opportunity  for  self-expression. 
The  purpose  of  these  organizations  is  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  on  the  campus. 
Boys  and  girls  each  hold  regular  weekly  prayer  meetings  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Y  organizations.  These  organizations  also  contribute  to  the  regular  Sunday  eve- 
ning Vesper  held  on  the  campus. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural  High  School  now  includes  four  years  of  high 
school  work  approved  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Col- 
leges. The  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  are  organized  on  the  same  basis  as  form- 
erly. The  ninth  and  tenth  grades  are  organized  in  cooperation  with  near-by  con- 
solidated schools  at  the  suggestion  of  County  School  Board.  Ninth  and  tenth 
grade  students  are  taken  in  the  dormitory  only  after  special  arrangements  with 
the  president.  The  curriculum  for  the  ninth  and  tenth  grades  will  be  that  sug- 
gested by  the  State  Department  of  Education  for  these  grades.  A  student  must 
have  seven  units  for  eleventh  grade  classification. 

ADMISSION  TO  COLLEGE 

Students  are  admitted  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  upon  the  same  condi- 
tions as  to  the  University  and  State  Colleges ;  namely,  completion  of  15  standard 
units,  accepted  by  the  State  Accrediting  Commission.  Entrance  units  must  in- 
clude: 3  in  English,  2  in  Mathematics,  2  in  History,  and  8  others  meeting  require- 
ments as  outlined  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  students  certificate  of  units  must  be  sent  directly  to  the  college  (Regis- 
trar) by  the  high  school  authorities;  Principals  should  never  send  a  certificate  of 
units  by  students.  Proper  credits  must  be  on  file  before  permanent  classification 
can  be  given;  therefore  students  who  expect  to  enter  Copiah-Lincoln  should  have 
their  credits  sent  as  early  as  possible  on  the  blank  supplied  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

Students  of  sufficient  maturity,  who  do  not  have  proper  high  school  credits, 
may  be  admitted  as  special  students.  Such  students  must  remove  all  entrance  de- 
ficiencies before  becoming  candidates  for  graduation.  Students  not  taking  courses 
toward  Graduation  are  classified  as  Special  Students. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  complete  64  semester  hours  (including  4 
hours  physical  education),  with  one  quality  point  for  each  semester  hour  of  lit- 
erary work  counted  toward  graduation.  One  year  of  this  work  must  be  done  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College. 

All  students  must  have:  12  hours  English;  6  hours  History;  Physical  Educa- 
tion ;  and  Electives  subject  to  approval,  to  complete  the  total  hours  required. 

For  graduation  from  college  the  quality  of  work  done  must  average  C.  The 
quality  of  work  will  be  measured  by  quality  points.  Quality  points  are  acquired  as 
follows:  For  each  semester  hour  completed  with  a  grade  of  A,  three  quality 
points  are  given ;  for  each  semester  hour  completed  with  a  grade  of  B,  two  quality 
points  are  given ;  for  each  semester  hour  completed  with  a  grade  of  C,  one  qual- 
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ity  point  is  given;  for  grade  of  D,  no  quality  points  are  given.  Thus  a  3  hour 
course  completed  with  a  grade  of  A  gives  9  quality  points ;  a  3  hour  course  com- 
pleted with  a  grade  of  C  carries  with  it  3  quality  points.  Quality  points  are  not 
awarded  for  courses  numbered  below  100. 

HONORS 

Students  who  acquire  an  average  of  2.4  quality  points  for  each  semester 
hour  are  graduated  WITH  HONORS;  those  who  have  an  average  of  2.7  quality 
points  for  each  semester  hour  are  graduated  with  SPECIAL  HONORS;  and  those 
who  make  3  quality  points  with  every  semester  hour  are  graduated  with  HIGH- 
EST HONORS. 

CHOOSING  A  COURSE 

We  realize  that  our  offerings  are  very  limited.  Each  year  we  expect  to  add 
additional  courses,  keeping  in  mind  the  terminal  function  of  the  Junior  College. 
However,  we  have  information  from  the  senior  colleges  of  this  state,  as  well  as 
others,  that  will  enable  us  to  give  advice  to  prospective  students  of  any  of  these 
colleges  concerning  prerequisites.  It  is  very  important  that  a  student  be  in  posi- 
tion to  advise  us  as  to  his  future  plans  before  classification.  The  adviser  during 
registration  will  then  be  enabled  to  intelligently  suggest  courses,  whether  termi- 
nal or  degree  prerequisites.  Students  who  plan  to  continue  their  education  after 
junior  college  should  select  courses  that  will  fit  in  with  the  requirements  of  the 
institution  they  expect  to  attend. 

We  are  trying  some  experiments  in  classification  and  reserve  the  right  to  as- 
sign students  to  any  particular  section  of  a  subject  at  our  own  volition.

ENGLISH 

MISS  SAMPLE 
MISS  GARDNER 
MISS  STEVENS

English  A — Special  English — (No  Credit.) — The  purpose  of  this  course  is  pri- 
marily to  assist  the  student  in  the  mastery  of  correctness  in  fundamentals  of  sim- 
ple English  usage.  Exercises  are  given  to  provide  means  of  discovering  the 
points  of  grammar  on  which  the  student  needs  drill,  and  of  testing  his  mastery 
of  them  after  his  classroom  instruction.  The  most  common  English  errors,  both 
oral  and  written,  and  expressions  which  cause  the  greatest  difficulties,  are  corn- 
batted  in  these  exercises.  Spelling  and  punctuation  are  also  emphasized.  No 
text  book  is  required  for  this  course.  Assignments  and  dismissals  will  be  based  on 
the  Special  Test. 

All  members  of  the  faculty  give  special  attention  to  the  everyday,  oral  Eng- 
lish of  Copiah-Lincoln  students.  An  effort  is  made  to  aid  students  in  creating  an 
English  consciousness  and  in  breaking  habits  of  incorrect  usage. 

English  101 — Composition. — Written  themes,  class  exercises,  readings,  and 
conferences.  Emphasis  on  sentences — form,  punctuation,  diction,  grammar,  and 
other  details  of  correct  writing.  Attention  is  given  to  oral  English.  Collateral 
reading  from  the  field  of  the  short  story,  the  essay,  and  biography.  Four  hours 
per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

English  102 — Composition. — A  continuation  of  English  101  with  special  em- 
phasis on  the  paragraph  and  the  organization  of  the  whole  discourse  the  four 
forms  of  which  will  receive  careful  attention.  Students  are  required  to  meet  a 
certain  standard  as  determined  by  the  Special  Test  before  credit  will  be  given  for 
this  course.     Four  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

English  201 — English  Literature. — A  general  survey  of  English  Literature 
from  the  beginning  to  the  present  day.  Political,  social,  and  literary  conditions  of 
each  period  are  studied  as  a  background  for  the  writers  and  representative  selec- 
tions from  their  works.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  the  drama, 
and  to  Shakespearean  drama.  Lectures,  class  exercises,  special  reports,  parallel 
reading,  memory  work,  and  term  papers.  The  Special  Test  standard  must  be  met 
for  credit  in    this    course.     Three  hours  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

English  202 — English  Literature. — A  continuation  of  English  201.  Emphasis 
placed  on  the  poetry  of  the  Romantic  period.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  de- 
velopment of  literary  criticism,  the  essay,  and  to  the  Victorian  novel.  Three 
hours  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

MR.  HORTON

History  101 — European  History  to  1815. — The  time  covered  in  this  course  is 
1500  to  1815.  The  following  topics  are  considered:  Countries  of  Europe  at  be- 
ginning of  sixteenth  century;  Commercial  Revolution;  European  politics  in  the 
sixteenth  century;  the  Protestant  Revolt  and  the  Catholic  Reformation;  Culture 
of  Sixteenth  Century;  growth  of  absolution  in  France;  triumph  of  Parliamentary 
Government  in  England;  World  Conflict  of  France  and  Great  Britain;  Revolution 
within  the  British  Empire;  Germany  in  the  Eighteenth  Century;  the  rise  of  Rus- 
sia ;  European  Society  in  Eighteenth  Century ;  the  French  Revolution ;  Era  of  Na- 
poleon.    Three  semester  hours  credit. 

History  102 — European  History  After  1815. — This  course  covers  briefly  the 
time  from  1815  through  the  World  War,  or  from  the  Congress  of  Vienna  through 
the  Congress  of  Versailles.  It  describes  briefly  the  evolution  of  European  civilization 
during  the  nineteenth  century.  It  includes  the  international  relations  which 
brought  about  the  World  War.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HISTORY  201 — American  History. — A  brief  survey  of  the  colonial  period  will 
be  followed  by  a  review  of  the  rise  of  our  government  under  the  Articles  of  Con- 
federation and  a  permanent  government  under  the  Constitution  of  1789.  A  care- 
ful consideration  will  be  given  to  the  development  of  our  government  from  1789  to 
1860.  The  slavery  question  will  be  considered  along  with  a  discussion  of  the 
Civil  War.     Open  to  sophomores.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

History  202 — American  History. — A  discussion  of  reconstruction  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  treatment  of  modern  problems  of  the  U.  S.,  such  as  Civil  Service  re- 
form, silver  movement  tariffs,  trust  and  combinations  and  the  expansion  policy 
of  the  U.  S.  under  the  Monroe  Doctrine.  Open  to  sophomores.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

Political  Science  207 — National  Government. — A  study  of  the  underlying  prin- 
ciples, the  structure,  and  the  working  of  the  National  government.  A  brief  dis- 
cussion of  the  colonial  governments  will  be  followed  by  an  intensive  study  of  the 
making  and  operation  of  the  American  government  under  the  Constitution  of 
1789.  Some  consideration  given  to  state  government.  First  or  second  semester. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Political  Science  208 — County  Government. — This  is  a  new  course  introduced 
primarily  for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  students  with  the  problems  of  county 
government.  A  general  treatment  of  county  governments  will  be  made  with  par- 
ticular emphasis  on  the  county  government  in  Mississippi.  First  or  second  se- 
mester.    Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Economics  212. — This  is  an  orientation  course  in  the  elementary  principles  of 
economics.  It  describes  the  economic  life  of  modern  peoples  and  gives  attention 
to  current  economic  problems.  Special  attention  is  given  to  modern  industry,  ap- 
portionment and  use  of  income,  productive  efficiency,  banking,  international  trade, 
standards  of  living,  etc.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Sociology  205. — A  presentation  of  some  of  the  most  important  social  phenom- 
ena that  assist  in  acquiring  a  working  theory  of  the  nature  of  society.     Some  of 
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the  more  important  phases  covered  are  the  social  population,  social  factors  in 
man's  life,  the  genesis  of  society,  conflict  and  adaption,  cooperation  and  organiza- 
tion, class  and  caste,  society  and  the  individual,  occupation  and  social  function,  so- 
cial regress  and  progress,  social  products,  and  sociological  principles.  Especially 
recommended  for  those  students  who  expect  to  teach  immediately  after  graduat- 
ing from  junior  college.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Sociology  206. — Such  modern  social  problems  as  poverty,  thwarted  childhood, 
feeble-mindedness,  old  age,  disease,  mental  disease,  alcohol  and  drug  addiction, 
family  life,  crime  and  punishment  are  treated.  Special  attention  is  given  to  men- 
tal disorders  and  feeble-mindedness  and  their  relation  to  crime,  delinquency,  de- 
pendency, and  other  social  problems.  All  discussions  are  undertaken  from  a  prac- 
tical point  of  view  with  the  idea  of  acquainting  the  student  with  America's  major 
social  problems.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS 

MISS  FELDER 

Mathematics  101.  College  Algebra. — A  brief  review  of  high  school  algebra  will 
be  given  to  strengthen  the  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles,  then  a  de- 
tailed study  of  quadratics,  probability,  determinants,  and  various  types  of  equa- 
tions so  as  to  lay  a  good  foundation  for  further  study  of  mathematics.  Three  se- 
mester hours  credit. 

Mathematics  102 — Plane  Trigonometry. — This  course  gives  a  practical  work- 
ing knowledge  of  the  trigonometric  functions  with  underlying  theory.  The  aim  is 
to  make  this  course  as  practical  as  possible,  especially  in  the  use  of  the  logarith- 
mic tables.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Mathematics  102 — College  Geometry. — This  course  is  an  extension  of  the 
geometry  studied  in  high  school,  recommended  for  students  particularly  interest- 
ed in  mathematics.  Briefly  it  deals  with  the  sense  of  a  line,  infinity,  the  centroid, 
the  triangle,  harmonic  section,  pole  and  polar,  similitude,  miscellaneous  proper- 
ties of  the  circle,  coaxal  circles,  inversion,  orthogonal  projection  and  cross  ratio, 
with  the  history  of  developments  in  the  study  of  these  phases  of  geometry.  This 
is  an  extension  of  plane  geometry  as  college  algebra  is  an  extension  of  high  school 
algebra.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Mathematics  201  and  202 — Analytical  Geometry. — This  course  gives  the  stu- 
dent preparation  for  Calculus  and  other  courses  of  higher  mathematics  in  that 
the  equations  for  the  various  curves  are  thoroughly  analyzed  and  discussed.  The 
course  is  recommended  for  only  those  students  who  expect  to  major  or  minor  in 
mathematics  or  who  need  it  for  the  course  of  study  they  intend  to  pursue.  Six  se- 
mester hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MODERN  LANGUAGES 

MISS  PENN 
MISS  CUNNINGHAM 

French  101 — Elementary  French. — This  course  includes  the  study  of  French 
sounds,  the  use  of  phonetic  symbols  adopted  by  the  Association  Phonetique  Inter- 
nationale; a  thorough  drill  in  essentials  of  grammar  with  written  and  oral  exer- 
cises ;  readings   of  easy  French   stories.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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French  102 — Elementary  French. — This  course  is  a  continuation  of  French 
101.  It  includes  correct  use  of  moods  and  tenses;  common  idiomatic  phrases;  class- 
room conversation.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

French  201 — Intermediate  French. — This  course  consists  of:  a  review  of 
French  grammar  and  pronunciation ;  drills  of  irregular  verbs  and  idioms ;  reading 
cf  books  by  modern  French  writers.  Opportunity  for  free  expression  in  French  is 
given  through  both  oral  and  written  questionnaires.  (Students  who  have  complet- 
ed two  years  of  high  school  French  should  elect  this  course.)  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

French  202 — Intermediate  French. — This  course  is  a  continuation  of  French 
201,  with  great  emphasis  given  to  the  speaking  and  reading  of  French.  Three  se- 
mester hours  credit. 

Spanish  101 — Elementary  Spanish. — This  course  includes  a  study  of  pronun- 
ciation; nouns,  adjectives,  pronouns;  the  regular,  irregular  and  reflexive  verbs; 
drill  on  the  essentials  of  Spanish  grammar;  oral  practice,  simple  written  transla- 
tions, reading  of  easy  stories,  and  classroom  conversation.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

Spanish  102 — Elementary  Spanish. — A  continuation  of  Spanish  101.  The  es- 
sentials of  Spanish  syntax,  common  idiomatic  phrases,  readings  and  translations 
of  Spanish  stories  are  added.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Spanish  201 — Intermediate  Spanish — This  course  consists  of  a  review  of 
grammar ;  drills  on  radical-changing  verbs  and  idioms ;  the  correct  use  of  moods 
and  tenses ;  advanced  composition,  followed  by  readings  from  Spanish  authors. 
(Students  who  have  completed  two  years  of  high  school  Spanish  should  elect  this 
course.)    Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Spanish  202 — Intermediate  Spanish. — A  continuation  of  Spanish  201.  Great 
emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  speaking  and  reading  of  Spanish.  Study  of  several 
modern   Spanish  authors.     Three   semester  hours  credit. 

Latin  101 — College  Latin  may  be  offered  if  a  sufficient  number  of  students 
desire  to  enroll  in  this  course. 

EDUCATION  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 

MISS  PEPPER 
MR.  SMITH 

Education  101 — Introduction  to  Education. — This  course  is  a  general  introduc- 
tory course  in  Education  which  gives  a  brief  overview  of  the  whole  field  of  Educa- 
tion and  serves  as  a  background  for  later  specialized  courses.  Some  of  the  sub- 
jects emphasized  are:  qualifications  necessary  for  efficiency  in  teaching,  the  na- 
ture and  needs  of  the  child,  the  teaching  process,  the  American  public  school,  and 
Education  as  a  field  for  life  work.  A  great  deal  of  library  work  required.  Three 
hours  a  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Education  102 — Introduction  to  Education. — The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
continue  the  work  begun  in  Course  101.  The  subjects  emphasized  are:  functions 
of  school  organization,  course  of  study,  equipment,  management,  and  training  of 
teachers.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  library  work  required.  Three  hours  a  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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Psychology  201 — General  Psychology.-— This  course  is  an  introduction  to  the 
study  of  human  behavior.  A  careful  study  is  made  of  the  native  traits  and  ten- 
dencies. These  are  presented  as  the  foundation  upon  which  human  behavior  is 
built  through  the  process  of  learning.  Parallel  reading  required.  Three  hours  a 
week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Psychology  202 — Educational  Psychology. — This  course  is  designed  to  pre- 
pare the  prospective  teacher  for  the  application  of  psychological  principles.  It 
deals  with  the  mental  equipment  of  human  beings  and  the  use  of  that  equipment 
in  the  learning  process.     Three  hours  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

MISS  WILLIAMS 

(These  courses  Subject  to  Revision  as  suggested  by  the  Committees  from  Sen- 
ior and  Junior  Colleges.) 

Home  Economics  101 — Foods. — The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  stu- 
dent knowledge  that  will  enable  her  to  select,  prepare  and  sei've  foods  best  suited 
to  the  needs  of  the  human  body.  Included  is  a  study  of:  the  food  principles,  Car- 
bohydrates, Vitamins,  and  Minerals;  the  hygiene  of  the  digestive  tract;  menus; 
table  service;  the  serving  of  formal  meals  and  banquets.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

Home  Economics  201 — Advanced  FoDds. — This  course  includes  a  study  of  the 

food  principles ;  protein,  fats,  and  water ;  the  nutritive  value ;  costs  and  adaptabil- 
ity to  conditions  in  meal-planning;  the  planning  and  serving  of  breakfasts,  lunch- 
eons, dinners  and  teas.  Also  a  study  of  the  kitchen  and  dining  room,  their  furn- 
ishings, equipment,  comfort,  beauty  and  care.  Four  hours  laboratory,  one  hour 
lecture  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Home  Economics  102 — Clothing. — This  course  is  to  teach  the  student  to  se- 
lect, construct  and  care  for  appropriate  wash  clothing  intelligently.  Intensive  study 
of  materials,  equipment  and  use  of  machines  will  be  given.  Four  hours  laboratory, 
one  hour  lecture  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Home  Economics  202 — Advanced  Clothing. — A  study  of  family  clothing  from 
the  standpoint  of  health,  economy,  and  appropriateness.  Some  of  the  topics  stu- 
died are:  Materials,  color,  decoration,  construction,  designing,  laundering,  and 
child  care  and  training.  Four  hours  laboratory,  one  hour  lecture  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

Home  Economics  90a  and  90b — Practice  Home. — The  purpose  of  this  course 
is  to  give  the  girls  an  opportunity  to  apply  their  knowledge  of  Home  Economics  in 
a  practical  way. 

Six  girls  are  selected  to  live  in  the  practice  home  for  six  weeks.  Duties  are  as 
follows :  hostess,  cook,  assistant  cook,  dining  room  maid,  living  room  maid  and  bed- 
room maid.  The  girls  plan,  buy,  prepare,  and  serve  their  meals,  with  a  limited 
amount  of  money.  A  study  is  made  of  the  house  and  its  care  by  actual  exper- 
ience. Those  completing  the  work  satisfactorily  will  receive  one  semester  hour 
credit.  (90a  represents  1st  year;  90b  represents  2nd  year.)  One  semester  hour 
credit.

CHEMISTRY 

MR.  JOHNSON 

Chemistry  201-202 — General  Inorganic  Chemistry. — A  course  in  general  inor- 
ganic chemistry,  including  during  the  first  semester  a  study  of  the  principles  and 
laws  governing  chemical  actions  and  a  thorough  study  of  the  non-metals  and  their 
compounds.  The  second  semester  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  metals  and  their 
compounds,  while  the  latter  part  of  the  course  is  allotted  to  a  brief  preliminary 
course  in  qualitative  analysis. 

Laboratory  work  has  as  its  purpose  not  only  the  observation  of  chemical  ac- 
tions but  also  the  development  in  the  student  of  adeptness  in  laboratory  technique. 
To  this  end  a  number  of  suitable  quantitative  experiments  are  required,  which 
have  been  selected  to  conform  as  far  as  possible  to  the  requirements  at  various 
senior  colleges  throughout  the  state. 

Students  registered  for  this  course  meet  lectures  twice  a  week  and  devote 
four  to  six  hours     a  week     to  laboratory  work.

BIOLOGY 

MR.  W.  H.  SMITH 
MR.  C.  L.  SMITH 

Zoology  101 — General  Zoology. — The  cell  and  cell  principle,  followed  by  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  a  series  of  invertebrate  types.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  upon 
physiological  and  structural  organization.  The  student  will  come  in  contact  with 
many  living  forms  in  their  natural  habitat  as  well  as  prepared  cultures  in  laboratory. 
Such  representative  types  as  the  paramoecium,  malaria  parasite,  hydra,  earth- 
worm, planaria,  starfish,  crayfish,  and  clam  will  be  studied.  Lectures  two  hours 
per  week.     Laboratory  two  hours  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Zoology  102 — General  Zoology. — Continuation  of  Zoology  101.  A  general  sur- 
vey of  the  vertebrate  animals  with  emphasis  on  structure  and  physiology.  Atten- 
tion is  given  to  such  topics  as  embryology,  heredity,  adaptions  and  relationships. 
The  frog  is  dissected  and  studied  as  a  representative  of  an  animal  type.  Other 
forms  such  as  the  tunicate,  lamprey  eel,  perch,  turtle,  lizzard,  and  snake  are  stu- 
died less  in  detail..  Field  trips  will  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  animal 
in  his  natural  habitat  as  well  as  to  make  collections.  Lecture  two  hours  per  week. 
Laboratory  two  hours  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Botany  101 — General  Botany. — The  general  facts  and  principles  of  plant  life. 
A  survey  of  each  phyla  with  emphasis  on  sturcture,  physiology,  and  reproduc- 
tion. Field  trips  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  local  plants.  Lecture  two  hours 
per  week.  Laboratory  two  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (This 
course  will  probably  not  be  offered  during  the  1934-'35  session.) 

Botany  102— General  Botany. — Continuation  of  Botany  101.  Consideration 
will  be  given  largely  to  the  local  flowering  plants.  Students  will  be  acquainted 
with  the  common  forms  of  local  plants  through  field  work  and  collections.  Other 
topics  will  be  dealt  with  such  as  growth  and  development,  seed  types,  floral  types 
and  heredity.  Lecture  two  hours  per  week.  Laboratory  two  hours  a  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit.  (This  course  will  probably  not  be  offered  during  the  1934- 
'35  session.)

MISS  WOOD 

Voice  1. — Elementary  technique.  Special  attention  to  relaxation,  breath  con- 
trol, flexibility,  and  enunciation.     Simple  songs  and  vocalises.     Glee  Club. 

Voice  2. — Technique,  relaxation,  quality,  style,  interpretation ;  Sieber  vocalis- 
es, songs  by  modern  and  classic  composers.     Glee  Club — piano. 

Voice  3. — Advanced  technique,  relaxation,  English  and  French  songs — Glee 
Club.     Piano,  theory. 

Voice  4. — Advanced  technique,  relaxation,  program  building;  difficult  songs 
in  English,  French  and  Italian;  Glee  Club,  Harmony,  Music,  History-  This  course 
will  be  taken  only  by  college  students. 

Public  School  Music  90. — To  meet  the  growing  demand  for  grade  teachers 
who  have  had  training  in  Public  School  Music,  a  course  is  offered  which  includes 
sight  singing,  notation,  rote  songs,  ear  training,  an  acquaintance  with  school  music 
texts  and  some  work  in  Dalcroze,  Eurythmics.  Two  hours  per  week  throughout 
the  session.     Two  semester  hours  credit. 

Music  95  and  96 — Glee  Club. — This  course  includes  two  hours  class  work 
each  week,  spent  in  sight  reading,  hymn  singing,  octavo  work  and  operetta  work. 
It  is  supplemented  with  private  lessons  in  voice  and  limited  to  private  voice  stu- 
dents.   Two  hours   per  week   throughout  the  session.     One  semester  hour  credit. 

COMMERCIAL 

MISS  CAPERTON 

Accounting  101-102 — Fundamentals  of  Accounting. — These  courses  include 
the  fundamental  principles  of  accounting  as  they  apply  to  modern  business  prac- 
tice. Study  is  made  by  analysis  of  business  transactions,  by  classification  of  ac- 
counts, and  by  emphasis  of  financial  reports.  The  exercises  in  the  text  are  sup- 
plemented by  two  practice  sets  on  sole  proprietorship.  Two  hours  class,  four  hours 
laboratory  per  week.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Accounting  201-202 — Advanced  Principles  of  Accounting — A  study  of  part- 
nership and  corporation  accounting  principles  comprise  these  courses.  Sufficient 
practice  material  and  problems  are  provided  to  illustrate  business  procedures. 
Practice  sets  are  also  used.  Two  hours  class,  four  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Six 
semester  hours  credit. 

Shorthand  101-102 — Elementary  Shorthand— These  courses  include  the  mas- 
tery of  the  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand.  Dictation  and  transcription  work  on 
easy  material  is  given  in  Course  102.  A  speed  of  75  words  per  minute  is  required. 
Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Stenography  201-202 — Advanced  Stenographic  Principles — A  review  of 
Shorthand  102  is  given.  Gregg  Speed  Building,  Gregg  Writer,  and  collateral  ma- 
terial are  used  to  develop  rapid  dictation,  transcription,  and  reading  of  shorthand. 
Principles  of  office  training  are  introduced  in  connection  with  stenography  202. 
A  minimum  rate  of  90  words  per  minute  is  required.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 
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Typewriting  101-102 — These  courses  include  study  of  parts  of  typewriter, 
care  of  typewriter,  technique  of  writing,  arm  and  finger  movements.  Speed  and 
accuracy  are  developed  by  practice  of  common  words,  frequent  combinations  and 
simple  sentences.  Simple  business  letters  are  written  in  Course  102.  Two  class 
periods,  three  practice  periods  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit  for  each 
course. 

Typewriting  201-202 — Letters,  legal  forms,  telegrams,  bills  of  lading,  and 
other  forms  used  in  business  are  written.  Accuracy  and  speed  are  stressed  and  a 
minimum  rate  is  required  for  credit.  Two  class  periods,  three  practice  periods. 
One  semester  hour  credit  for  each  course. 

Commercial  Law  101 — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  essential  elementary  principles  of  law  that  he  may  enforce  and  enjoy  his 
rights  and  thereby  avoid  making  mistakes  resulting  from  a  lack  of  legal  knowl- 
edge.    Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Salesmanship  102 — Every  student  needs  a  course  in  general  principles  of 
salesmanship.  This  course  will  give  the  student  training  in  the  selling  of  his  ser- 
vices and  ability  to  the  best  advantages ;  for  those  who  expect  to  be  salesmen  the 
course  will  provide  training  which  will  be  of  immediate  vocational  value.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

(The  courses  in  commerce  are  adequate  for  the  training  of  stenographers,  sec- 
retaries, bookkeepers,  and  typists.  Students  who  apply  themselves  will  not  need 
further  training  unless  they  wish  to  study  advanced  accountancy.  These  courses 
also  duplicate  as  nearly  as  possible  the  first  two  years  of  senior  colleges.) 

Students  who  expect  to  work  toward  a  college  degree  should  not  elect  more 
than  twelve  hours  commercial  work. 

HYGIENE 

MISS  STEVENS 

Hygiene  102 — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  meet  a  vital  need  of  future  citi- 
zens. It  contemplates  the  individual  in  relation  to  his  own  body  mechanism,  its 
development,  repair  and  upkeep.  Home,  school  and  community  problems  in  re- 
gard to  water,  sewage,  ventilation,  sanitation,  and  disease  prevention  will  be  con- 
sidered. Specialists  from  the  State  and  County  Health  departments,  and  from  the 
State  Extension  department  will  be  invited  to  discuss  special  problems.  Organized 
guidance  for  young  women  will  be  given  careful  consideration.  (This  course  open 
1934-'35  to  girls  only.)     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

GEOGRAPHY 

Geography  101 — General  Geography. — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  meet  a 
need  found  among  college  students.  An  attempt  is  made  to  develop  a  clear  con- 
ception of  environment  and  environmental  elements  and  show  the  practical  rela- 
tion of  these  to  the  life  and  activities  of  man.  The  geographical  and  geological 
structure  of  the  state  and  nation  will  be  stressed.  Also  a  study  of  the  agricultural 
and  industrial  development  and  possibilities  of  Mississippi.  As  a  result  of  this 
course  it  is  hoped  that  future  citizens  of  Mississippi  will  become  better  acquaint- 
ed with,  and  hence,  love  and  appreciate  more  their  county,  state,  and  nation. 
(Especially  recommended  for  those  students  who  expect  to  teach  immediately  af- 
ter finishing  junior  college.)    Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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DEBATING 

MISS  FELDER 

Debate  91  and  92. — The  debating  club  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  an  organized  class 
for  those  students  interested  in  public  speaking  and  debating.  All  members  of  the 
club  must  participate  in  debates,  orations,  and  other  regular  study  of  the  club. 
The  students  who  represent  Copiah-Lincoln  in  intercollegiate  debates  are  selected 
from  the  membership  of  the  debating  club.  There  is  one  regular  class  period 
each  week  and  a  laboratory  period. 

Those  meeting  requirements  will  receive  one  semester  hour  credit  for  each 
course. 

SPECIAL  REGULATIONS 

1.  As  previously  stated,  at  the  end  of  each  school  month  all  students  are  per- 
mitted to  visit  home — leaving  after  12:30  P.  M.  Friday.  Regardless  of  this  fact, 
many  parents  and  students  will  insist  on  a  visit  home  more  frequently.  Leaving 
the  college  on  Friday  deprives  the  students  of  regular  study  hall  privileges  on  Fri- 
day night  and  Saturday  morning;  it  interferes  with  library  work,  and  conferences 
for  delinquent  students  on  Saturday  morning  and  it  upsets  the  plan  for  special  room 
inspection.  Therefore,  all  parents  and  students  will  be  required  to  endorse  the 
following  agreement   before  registration. 

"I  hereby  agree  that  I  shall  not  ask  for  my  son  or  daughter  to  leave  the  col- 
lege earlier  than  Saturday  noon,  excepting  regular  term  end,  and  special  emergen- 
cy cases." 

2.  Local  students  will  be  under  college  regulations  during  the  school  day  and 
other  times  on  the  campus.  Students  coming  to  school  on  buses  must  come  di- 
rectly to  the  campus  and  may  not  leave  the  campus,  without  special  permission, 
except  on  the  regular  bus. 

3.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  keep  automobiles  or  motorcycles  on  the 
campus. 

4.  Students  who  are  delinquent  in  their  class  work  are  subject  to  the  with- 
drawal of  any  or  all  privileges. 

5.  Other  special  regulations  not  covered  herein  will  be  made  when  deemed  for 
the  best  interest  of  Copiah-Lincoln. 

ROOM  RESERVATIONS 

Students  in  making  reservations  for  next  session  should  communicate  with 
the  president  immediately.  Rooms  will  be  reserved  upon  receipt  of  $3.00  reser- 
vation fee,  which  amount  shall  be  deducted  from  fees  due  at  the  time  of  entrance. 
This  fee  is  not  refundable  after  September  first.
